The Chouteau Ikland levee, one 
of two crucial dikes in this area 
which the Corps of Engineers had 
been fighting desperately to save, 
broke this morning as ‘the crest of 
the greatest Mississippi river 
flood in 103 years reached St. 


Louis. 

Water poured over about 2000 | 
acres of bottom land when the | 
levee, extending four miles north) 
from the [Illinois approach to 
Chain of Rocks Bridge was 
breached in two places. The 
bridge was closed as Army troops, 
volunteers and engineers, who 
have been sandbagging the dike 
for more than 48 continuous 
hours, ceased work and moved 
downstream to help fortify the 
Prairie Du Pont levee at Dupo, 
six miles south of East St. Louis. 

The two breaks, which widened 
rapidly, moved the high water line 
back more than a mile to the 
Chouteau - Nameoki- Venice levee, 
but engineers pointed out that 
this dike and a third, farther east, 
would keep the floof from over- 
flowing into the business districts 
of Granite City, Venice and Mad- 
igon. The levee breaks stopped 
work on a bridge being built on) 
re-located Highway 66, near the 
Chain of Rocks Canal. 

River Begins to Fall. 

A crest of 39.3 feet was recorded 
at the St. Louis levee from 5 
am. to 11:30 a.m, today by the 
Weather Bureau. but the gauge 
gradually fell to the 39.1 foot mark 
in the afternoon. Fiood stage of 
the Mississippi is 30 feet. 

Meteorologist Harry F. WaMlM- 
gren, who had originally predict- 
ed a crest of 389.5 feet, attributed 
the drop to the Chouteau Island 
levee break. When the same 
levee breached in a flood three 
years ago, he said, the stage of 
the Mississippi at St. Louis fell 
four-tenths of a foot in five hours. 
He forecast a drop of another 
three-tenths of a foot by tomor- 
row morning. 

The record, 413 feet, was 
reached in 1844, but Wahigren 
pointed out that a flood of com- 
parable volume in this area today 
would probably be recorded at 47 
or more feet since levees con- 
structed in recent years confine

Futile Fight 


Against River 
Seen From Air’ 


Reporter Views Res- 
cue Work on Chou- 
teau Island.

Viewed from an airplane, the 


efforts of men to stem the on- 
rushing flow of the muddy Missis- 
sippi river over Chouteau island 
appeared futile, today, Through 
the break in the levee we could 
see the water roaring in an angry 
flood which seemed certain to in- 
undate the entire island. - 

After foaming through the levee 
opening, the water fanned out 
over wheatfields and cornfields, 
engulfing farm homes and build- 
ings. As we flew as low as sev- 
eral hundred feet we could see 
the rescue boats taking out the 
men, women and children threat- 
ened by the rising water. 

Sandbags left in place along the 
levee attested to the frantic ef- 
forts, proven vain at last, to hold 
bark the river. Near the break 
in the levee an Army truck was 
still in place, caught by the flood 
which rose higher and higher as 
we circled above, until the entire 
vehicle was nearly submerged, 

Highway 66, after crossing the 
Chain of Rocks bridge, became a 
submarine path. Water covered 
the fences along the highway and 
crept up over highway markers 
and advertising signboards. The 
east end of the bridge seemed to 
be the collecting point for rescue 
workers and men still working 
on the levee, trying to build up 
sandbagged protective works for 
the bridge abutment, 

land Dwellers Rescued. 

Small power boats could be seen 
collecting men, women and chil- 
dren and bringing them to the 
bridge end. People living on the

Holland was named by Mayor 
Aloys P, Kaufmann, who had is- 
sued an ultimatum last week, un- 
der which the plan for a new ar- 
bitration, and immediate resump- 
tion of transit service in the mean- 
time was accepted by both parties 
to the dispute. 

By accepting appointment as 
arbitrators, the members of the 
board agreed to use their best’ ef- 
forts to “arrive at a decision and 
enter an award within 30 days 
of appointment.”

Bevin Rejects Russian 
Proposals on Marshall 
Plan as ‘Asking U.S., 
for a Blank Check,’ In- 


formant Discloses,

PARIS, June 30 (AP)—The third 
session of the conference of Brit- 
ish, Russian and French Foreign 
Ministers ended in complete dis- 
agreement tonight, a Rritish in- 
formant said. 

British Foreign Secretary ,Er- 
nest Bevin rejected the Russian 
proposals for application of the 
Marshall plan of economic aid to 
Europe as “asking the United 
States for a blank check,” the in- 
formant reported. 

“How would the Soviet Union 
like it if she were asked for a 
blank check?” he quoted Bevin 
as demanding. 

At the suggestion of Soviet For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov, who 
acted as chairman at today’s ses- 
sion, the ministers will meet again 
late tomorrow. 

News Blackout Lifted, 

Lifting the news blackout that 
has been enforced since the start 
of the conference on Friday, Brit- 
ish sourceg gave an account of 
the day’s proceedings to corres- 
pondents tonight, 

“It is generally considered by 
ourselves,” one British spbkesman 
explained, “that publication of the 
Tass (Soviet news agency) atory 
has effectively broken the news 
blackout and, consequently, it is 
posible for’ us to resume.” 

He termed today’s proceedings 
“crucial.” 

The Tass story he referred to 
was a lengthy statement of the 
Russian attitude toward the 
American offer of economic as- 
sistance which was published yes- 
terday. 

The announcement, emphasizing 
the difference between. the Rus- 
sian and British-French views, de- 
clared Russian opposition to any 
“all-embracing” economic  pro- 
grams for Europe. 

Tass View on Purpose. 

Broadcast from Moscow by Tass 
during the weekend recess in the 
negotiations, it asserted that the 
sole purpose of the conference 
was to decide the amount of fi- 
nancial aid needed from America 
and whether such aid could be 
obtained under the plan advanced 
by United States Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall. 

It rejected French and British 
proposals for special international 
committees to mores yess over-all 
aid as unwarranted interference 
in, the domestic affairs of Euro- 
pean states, 

The French and British delega- 
tions asserted that the Russian 
approach would wreck the Mad- 
shall plan and with it all hopes of 
American aid in rebuilding the 


Most Intensive 


Local 
Shock Ever Recorded 
Here—Cause Reported 


Slipping of Earth. 


A severe earthquake, the jnost 
intense local shock ever recorded 
here, rocked large office and hotel 
buildings and rattled dishes and 
windows in homés throughout the 
St. Louis area last night. 

The shock frightened thousands 


of residents, who telephoned po- 
lice and public utility companies 
with questions about what had 
happened. In» many sections resi- 
dents ran into the street and 
gathered in little groups, awaiting 
another shock, 

First shock of the earthquake 
came at 25 minutes and 14 sec- 
onds after 11 o’clock, the seismo- 
graph at St. Louis University In- 


stitute of Geophysical Technology 


indicated. It lasted a total of nine 
minutes, although the most severe 
shock covered a period of only 
10 seconds, 

Dr. Ross R. Heinrich, assistant 
professor of geophysics at the in- 
stitute, said a preliminary study 
of the seismograph recording in- 
dicated the quake originated about 
15% miles south and east of West 
Pine boulevard and Spring eve- 
nue, where the seismographs are 
placed in the basement of the uni- 
versity gymnasium, 

Center in Waterloo-Dupo Area. 

This would place the earth- 
quake’s center in the Waterloo- 
Dupo structure area, on the Illi- 
nois side of the river, Dr. Hein- 
rich said. This area is composed 
of a large number of small faults, 
he said, any of which could have 
caused the quake, 

Three Parts 

Scientists at the university ana- 
lyzed the earthquake, breaking it 
down into three parts. Firat, they 
said, was the initial shock, lasting 
10 seconds. This was felt at the 
surface of the earth. Then, there 
were 40 seconds of lesser shocks, 
which could not be felt at the sur- 
face unless the observer was in 
“just the right location,” it was 
said. Following these shocks, 
there were a series of minor vibra- 
tions, which could ‘not be felt at 
the surface. 

It was estimated by Dr. Hein- 
rich that the quake was five or 
six miles below the earth's: sur- 
face, which, he said, accounted for 
the widespread area aver which it 
was felt. Had it been closer to 
the surface, he said, the shock 
woyld have been localized, 

r. Heinrich said it. was not 
likely that the flood conditions had 
anything to do with the quake, 
because of its depth. The saturated

be geen standing on their porches, 
surrounded with all of the mate- 
rial possessions they could gather 
quickly. They were waiting to see 
if the water would ‘rise further

On the north edge of Chouteau 
Tsland men could be _ seen still 
working on the levee, apparently 
attempting to confine the damage 
to the works there. North of the 
island was a schoolhouse, with 
water lapping its foundation. Also 
just north of the island was an 
electric power station—surrounded 
by water. 

As we flew back over the break 
in the levee we could see the rush- 
ing waters eating a larger and 
larger opening through the bul-

100 yards wide, it seemed from 
the air.

County Attorney F. P. Keesee 
quoted Anse as saying he blasted 
Edward with a shotgun Friday 
when the latter came tg the Hat- 
field home and threatened to kill 
“all the Hatfields.” 

Hatfield had accepted the man 
as a son-in-law after arranging 
his parole from a Missouri prison 
in the mistaken belief he was a 
long missing adopted son. 

The man arrived at Anse’s home 
in nearby Majestic, Ky., about a

year ago. 
Anse took one look at Edward

and asserted: 
“You ain’t no Hatfield,” but 
permitted him to remain in his 
home.

Anse recently asked the Pike 
county court to bring about Ea- 
ward's return to Missouri for pa- 
role violation and drug addiction. 


Keesee said Edward, after sev- 
eral days’ absence, came to the 
Hatfield home Friday and dragged 
ss wife from a sick bed. Keesee 
said: 


“Anse told me he heard Edward 
say he was going to kill his wife 
and all the other Hatfields. Anse 
said he then got his shotgun and 
killed Edward.” 


The prosecuting attorney said 
Edward was unarmed but had a 
"quantity of morphine on his per- 
son “and was pretty well doped 


up.” 


STATE SALES TAX 
SETS RECORD FOR 
YEAR; $58,551,458

record total of $58,551,458 for the

The total is an increase of $7,- 
051,000 over departmental esti- 
mates and a gain of $12,488,000 
over 1945-1946. The gain aver- 
aged slightly more than $1,000,000 
a month. 

Morris said the collections had 
exceeded estimates because there 
had been little or no drop in price 
levels. : 

For the first six months of 1947, 
the sales tax produced $30,061,222, 
or slightly more than $5,000,000 
a month, compared with a total of 
$25,020,607 in the first six months 
of 1946.

RAILROADS TO ASK 
ICC FOR INCREASE 
FOR FREIGHT RATES 


CHICAGO, June 30 (UP)—The 
nation’s railroads notified their 
customers today that they will 
ask the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for freight rate increases 
as high as 25 per cent, | 

Railroad officials said they 
would ask for freight rate in- 
creases up to 25 per cent in the 
East, and up to 15 per cent in the 
West and South. 

The announcement was made in 
a notice sent to the National In- 
dustrial Traffic League, which 
represents the nation’s shippers. 

The notice was signed by, John 
F, Fitzpatrick, chairman of the 
Traffic Executive Association's 
eastern territory; J. G. Kerr, 
chairman of the Southern Rate 
Association, and W. H. Dana, 
chairman of the Western Traffic 
Executive Committee. Among 
them, they represent all the na- 
tion’s rail carriers. 

“The proposed increases are 
based on estimates of the carriers’ 
present day needs and do not take 
into account any possible future 
increases in wage rates, fuel costs 
or other expenses,” the notice said. 

The railroad officials said they 
would file rate increase petitions 
with the ICC in the “near future.”

To Be Treated by ‘Faith Healer’ 


VANDALIA, Ill., June 30 (UP)— 
This southern Illinois town of 5800 
was crowded today with 4000 ail- 


ing persons who have come here 
hoping to be cured by a former 
game warden who turned “fajth 
healer” 11 months ago. 

Sermons and prayers of the 
Rev, Henry Branham, 38 years 
old, nattily-dressed Free Baptist 
minister, attracted the lame and 
ill from every section of the coun- 
try, and even southern Canada. 

The town was jammed with in- 
valids on crutches, in wheel chairs 
and on stretchers. Ambulances 
were parked at downtown curbs. 

Vandalia’s three hotels were 
overflowing. Anyone with an extra 
room in his home had a boarder. 
Benches were converted to make- 
shift beds. Many persons slept 
on the ground. Hastilyconstruct- 
ed soft drink and hot dog stands 
provided meals for the visitors. 

A constant stream of persons 
limped or were carried to a tent 
on the edge of town, in which 
the Rev. Mr. Branham preached, 
prayed and attempted cures for 
two six-hour sessions daily. 

His booming voice could be 
heard over a blaring public ad- 
dress system installed in his tent. 
The Rev, Mr, Branham, former- 
ly a game warden of Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., came here a week ago 
under the auspices of members of 
the. local Pentecostal Church. He 


said he had “cured hundreds of 


- 


persons” suffering from nearly 
every known disease. 

The faith healer, a slightly built 
man, said he went to work after 
he finished the eighth grade. 

“I was 11 when I was. first 
called, he said. “I was carrying 
water, and a tree talked to me, 

“When I was 14 I tried to 
smoke a cigarette. A man with 
a long white beard and flowing 
robe visited me. He told me not 
to smoke. [I haven't touched a 
cigarette since then, and I never 
drink. 

“Then 11 months ago I got 
a call so insistent that I went out 
and started healing people.” 

He said he effected his “cures” 
by touching the patient’s' left 
hand. , 

“I receive vibrations caused by 
the germs in the person,” he said. 
“I can usually tell what the dis- 
ease is, and when the devil 
leaves the person the vibrations 
stop.” 

Branham works up so much 
nervous energy during his ses- 
sions that he sometimes colMapses. 
He alway disappears after each 
meeting. 

“I am just a man. I haven't 
any power of healing,” he said. 
“Jesus Christ is the only one who 
can heal. 1 pray to him to heal: 
those who believe. I do not pre- 
tend to take the place of a doc- 
tor. The Lord put doctors here 
for a purpose, and they are do 
ing a wonderfu) job.”

4. Said “rent increases could 
revive the inflationary dangers 
which we have greatly reduced.” 

5. Said “this most unsatisfac- 
tory law repeals parts of the 
veterans emergency housing act 
“which have been most helpful 
in meeting the housing needs 
of. our veterans.” Added that 
“delays in the completion of 
veterans hospitals” will result, 

6. Urged that his prograni for 
reorganizing federal housing 
functions into a single estab- 
lishment not be rejected by Con- 
gress and that housing appro- 
priations not be cut too dras- 
tically. 
The new law extends federal 
controls eight months and permits 
landlords to negotiate rent in- 
creases up to 15 per cent in ex- 
change for leases running through 
December 1948. 

The new act, Truman said, 
“marks a step backward in our 
effort to protect tenants against 
unjustified rent increases arising 
out of war conditions.” He added: 
* “For millions of families it wilt 
result in substantial increases in 
rents which until now have been 
held at reasonable levels. The cost 
of living is already too high with- 
out this additional burden... . 

“Without dny rent control, mil- 
lions of American families would 
face rapidly soaring rents and 
wholesale evictions. ; 

“We are still suffering from a 
critical housing shortage. Even 
this inadequate law represents fevw- 
er dangers than with the complete 
lack of rent control.” 

Truman said he was forced te 
sign an unsatisfactory price con- 
trol law last July 25 “in order te 
prevent complete destruction of 
price control.” 

“But,” he said, “effective price . 
control was impossible under the 
new law.” 

No Choice, He Says. 

The President said that if he 
had vetoed the rent bill the pros 
pects of another measure being 
sent to him was~“negligible.” 

“I had no choice but to sign,” 
Truman added. 

The provision permitting “vol- 
untary” increases of 15 per cent 
where landlord and tenant agree 
on a lease through Dec. 31, 1948, 
the President said, “is voluntary 
only so far as the landlord is con- 
eerned.” He commented: 

“The tenant’ will naturally fear 
that unless he enters into such a 
lease he will be subjected to even 
more exorbitant increases when 
rent control is ended,” 

Truman also protested against 
the “virtual elimination of con- 
trols which have prevented the di- 
version of building materials from 
homes to non-essential and defer~ 
rable construction.”

VETERANS 10 OPPOSE 
HOME UTILITIES RISt 


200 at City Barracks Units 
Expected to Refuse to Pay 
$2-a-Month increase. 


Veterans living in the section of 
the Jefferson Barracks housing 
project operated by the city of 
St. Louis have decided to protest 
against an increase of $2 a month 
in charges for utilities, and about 
200 are expected to refuse to pay 
the additional amount in checks 
due tomorrow, the Post-Dispatch 
has been informed. 

Richard Ryan, a former officer 
of the Jefferson Barracks Tenant 
Council, said a formal protest 
against the increase had been sent 
to the rent section of the Office 
of Temporary Controls. About 
500 signatures to the protest were 
obtained last Wednesday night at 
a meeting of the council, he said. 

Milton M. Kinsey, president of 
the Board of Public Service, 
whose department has jurisdiction 
over the project, said the addi- 
tional charge is to reimburse the 
city for increased costs of pro- 
pane gas, and is not a rent in- 
crease, Separate receipts are giv- 
en tenants for the rent, which is 
in most cases $36 a month, and 
utilities, which have been $10, he 
said. He said he had been ad- 
vised by the city’s legal depart- 
ment that the higher charges for 
utilities to reimburse the city for 
actual expenditures was permis- 
sible without approval of the OTC. 

Because the cost of propane gas 
is higher than had been expected, 
he said, the city has suffered a 
loss of $17,500 in its sale since the 
project opened last fall. The gas 
is used for cooking, water heating 
and general heating purposes.

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Tass Says All-Embracing Europe 
Economic Plan Is Not Acceptable 


Paris Conference Faced With Task of Ascer- 
taining Needs of Countries for American 
Aid, Soviet Agency Asserts. 


Following is the tezt of a Moscow-broadcast Tass dispatch, 
recorded by the Soviet monitor in London yesterday, on 
the Marshall aid-Europe plan:

N June 28 the (Paris) newspapers L’Aube and Le Monde pub- 
lished a detailed exposition of the French Government's stand at 
the conference of the three ministers in Paris, 


It is also known 


that the British Government's viewpoint in this respect coincides in 
genera] with the French viewpoint. 


We have been given the oppor- 
tunity to expound the viewpoint 
of the Soviet Government at this 
conference. The Soviet stand is 
as follows: 


As is known, the Paris confer- 
ence was called in connection with 
the speech delivered by the United 
States Secretary of State, Mr. 
Marshall, at Harvard University 
on June 5. In this speech Mr. 
Marshall expressed his apprehen- 
sions with regard to the economic 
conditions prevailing in the Euro- 
pean countries following the sec- 
ond World War. 

Consequences of War. 

He pointed to the grave conse- 
quences of the war, which caused 
immense losses in manpower and 
the destruction of towns, fac- 
tories, mines and railways, and 
he pointed also to postwar diffi- 
culties in the economic life of the 
European countries. He pointed 
out that the quantities of com- 
modities now being produced is 
inadequate, that there are short- 
ages of food, raw materials and 
fuel and that machinery has be- 
come badly worn out, especially 
in the years of war. 


Noting that the demand of cer- 
tain European countries for food 
and other necessities, now being 
received chiefly from America, ex- 
ceeds by far their present ability 
to pay, he said that the U.S.A. 
must do everything in its power 
to aSsist in the return of normal 
economic conditions in the world. 


Dealing with the possibility of 
America rendering economic as- 
sistance to the European coun- 
tries, Mr. Marshall said that coun- 
tries of Europe should themselves 
ascertain their needs and arrive 
at some kind of agreement among 
themselves, assuming the initiative 
in this matter. He said in. this 
connection that the role of the 
U.S.A. should be that of affording 
friendly assistance in working out 
a European program and of giv- 
ing subsequent support for such 
a. program, in so far as this might 
be practicable for the U.S.A. 


Rise in U.S. Production. 


Quite obviously, the rehabilita- 
tion and further development of 
the national economies of the Eu- 
ropean countries could be facili- 
tated if the U.S.A., whose produc- 
tion capacities—far from declin- 
ing—considerably increased dur- 
ing the war, rendered the econom- 
ic assistance which those coun- 
tries need. At the same time the 
U.S.A., for its part, is also inter- 


ested in making use of its credit/ 


possibilities for expanding its ex- 
ternal markets, especially in view 
of the approaching crisis. 

When, in connection with Mr. 
Marshall's speech, the French 


and British governments suggest- 


ed a conference of the three min- 


isters, the Soviet Government re-, 


ceived thig proposal favorably, de- 
. spite the fact that the system of 
planning on which the Socialist 
national economy in the U.8.8.R. 
is based precludes the possibility 
of the various crises and economic 
ghakeups mentioned ‘n the above 
speech of the American Secretary 
of State. 

Naturally, the present confer- 
ence will achieve its object only 
if it correctly formulates its tasks 
and methods of work. 

Grave Doubts Over Plan. 

A definite plan of work pre- 
pared by the French Government 
and indorsed by the British Gov- 
ernment has been presented at the 
conference. The Soviet delega- 
tion expressed grave doubts with 
regard to this plan. 

It is one thing to cscertain the 
economic needs of the European 
countries for American aid in the 
form of credits and deliveries of 
goods by means of the estimates 
drawn up by the European coun- 
tries themselves. This is accept- 
able and may prove very useful 
to the European countries. 

It will be an entirely different 
matter if the conference engages 
in drawing up an all-embracing 
economic program for the Euro- 
pean countries as envisaged by 
the French project, and will only 
in passing ascertain their needs 
for American economic aid. If 
the conference deviates to this 
path it will digress far from the 
task set it and will fail to yield 
any positive result. 

French and British Plans. 

It is stated here that France 
has an economic plan of her own 
and that the French Government 
hopes for positive results from 
this plan. Great Britain also has 
an economic program of her own. 
It is widely known that in the 
Soviet Union the rehabilitation 
and development of the national 
economy is based on a state so- 
cialist plan. 

The Soviet people has already 
carried out more than one five- 
year plan. At present the Soviet 
people is successfully carrying out 
its postwar Stalin five-year plan. 
This ensures a steady rise of the 
material and cultural well-being 
of the Soviet people. 

It is also known that certain 
other European countries also are 
now engaged in rehabilitating 
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their national economies on the 
basis of two-year and three-year 
plans. Considerable successes 


have already been achieved in the: 


implementation of these plans. 
Hitherto it was taken for grant- 
ed that each nation should de- 
cide for itself how best to se- 
cure the rehabilitation and rise 
of its economy. No European 
government intends to interfere 
and say whether Monnet's 
(French) plan is good or bad for 
France, This is the affair of the 
French people itself. But the 
same applies to Great Britain and 
the Soviet Union, to Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and every other 
European country. 


Against Outside Interference. 

This is how the matter is un- 
derstood in the Soviet Union, 
which more than onge offered re- 
sistance to attempts at foreign 
intervention into its affairs, It 
was considered perfectly obvious 
that internal economic affairs are 
to be decided by the sovereign 
peoples themselves and that oth- 


er countries should not interfere |. 


in these internal affairs, 

It is only on this basis that the 
normal development of relations 
among countries is possible. At- 
tempts at outside interference in 
the economic life of various coun- 
tries have not yielded favorable 
results, nor can they yield them. 

If that is true, then any at- 
tempts to compel the conference 
to engage in drawing up an all- 
embracing economic program for 
the European countries—which 
will inevitably entail intervention 
on the part of some states into 
the affairs of other states—can- 
not be accepted as a basis for 
co-operation among the European 
countries. At present certain pow- 
ers display such strivings, but 
they are doomed to failure and 
will only undermine their inter- 
national prestige. 

The conference is faced with 
the task of ascertaining the needs 
of the European countries for 
American economic aid by means 
o* receiving appropriate estimates 
from the countries concerned and 
subjecting them to a joint exam- 
ination, 

Task of Conference. 

It should be believed that the 

task of the conference is to estab- 
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lish co-operation among the Euro- 
pean countries in drafting esti- 
mates of the needs of these coun- 
tries for American economic aid, 
to ascertain the possibility of ob- 
taining such economic aid from 
the United States and to assist 
the European countries in obtain- 
ing this aid. 

This is no easy task and will 
require considerable efforts. But 
if the conference copes success- 
fully with this task, an important 
step will have been made in de- 
veloping co-operation among the 
European countries, and at the 
same time in developing co-oper- 
ation between the countries of 
Europe and the United States of 
America. 

What European countries should 
co-operate in this undertaking? 

In this respect, too, there is a 
difference between the positions 
of the various countries, so it 
would be wrong not to consider 
the difference which should exist 
in the Allies’ attitude to the Allied 
states, the former enemy states 
and the neutral states, 

The Soviet Government main- 
tains that the ascertaining of the 
needs (estimates) of the European 
countries for American economic 
aid cannot be the concern of only 
the three countries taking part in 
the present conference. Other 
European countries, too, should be 
invited to take part in working 
on the problems involved. 

Aid for Victims of Germany. 

In so doing, account should be 
taken in the first place: of the 
needs of those European countries 
which suffered German occupa- 
tion and rendered support to the 
common cause of the Allies in de- 
feating the enemy. It is those 
countries that should be invited 
in the first place to take part in 
the economic co-operation in Eu- 


rope which is now being planned. 
Their needs should be given spe- 
cial attention when the questions 
of American economic aid come 
under consideration, 

As to the former enemy coun- 
tries, they must be invited for 
appropriate consultations, 


The question of Germany is 
quite a special one. It is known 
that the Allied countries have 
not yet achieved agreement on 
such fundamental problems as the 
creation of an all-German gov- 
ernment, the payment of repara- 
tions by Germany, Germany’s in- 
dustrial level and so forth. These 
problems are under consideration 
by the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters, in which not only these 
three countries, but the U.S.A. as 
well .is a member. 


That is why the German ques- 
tion is to be considered by the 
Council of Foreign Ministers and 
not by the present conference. 

As to the metheds of examin-, 
ing the problefhs at this confer- 
ence, the Soviet delegation be- 
lieves it desirable to set up ap- 
propriate committees composed of 
representatives of the three coun- 
tries and to invite representatives 
of the other European states, and 
in the first place the above-men- 
tioned Allied countries, to take 
part in those committees. ,It is 
also necessary to consider the 
questior. of the relations to be 
established with the (United Na- 
tions) European Economic Com- 
mission,

some difference in the intensity of 
it. Watersoaked land, he said, 
would carry the shock better than 
dry land. 

Deep, Rumbling Sounds. 

Persons who reported feeling 
the shock said it was accompanied 
by deep rumbling sounds. Apart 
from the rattling of buildings, 
windows and the creaking of 
joists and beams in homes, Dr. 
Heinrich said, the quake created 
sound waves in the atmosphere 
by vibrations in the earth. 

To get an idea of how the earth 
reacted during the disturbance un- 
derground, he suggested placing 
the palms of the hands tegether, 
rubbing one palm over the other 
and then clapping the hands with 
decreasing force. 

The earthquake, he said, was 
caused’ by a huge slipping of the 
earth along a fault plane. The 
tremors caused by the slide were 
recorded on seismographs around 
the world. When data from other 
gseismographs are collected, he 
said, the exact location of the 
center of the quake can be calcu- 
lated. It was possible, he said, 
that the disturbance was felt on 
the earth's surface a distance of 
100 miles from the epicenter. 

Its intensity is measured on a 
scale numbered up to 12. Scien- 
tists at the university placed this 
disturbance at between numVers 
six and seven, which means that 
it was about half as intense as a 
quake that would have shattered 
buildings. 


Record Cited. 

Earthquakes have been recorded 
at the university on seismographs 
since 1910, Heinrich said. 
“None of the former ones com- 
pared with this in intensity,” he 
said. However, prior to the in- 
stallation of seismographs, he 
said, records showed an earth- 
quake here on Jan. 12, 1902, that 
possibly was as severe, 

The last severe earthquake here 
was centered at Festus in 1939. 
It originated in the St. Mary’s 
fault region, which extends from 
the vicinity of Festus and Crystal 
City, along the Mississippi river, 
to Cape Girardeau, a distance of 
90 miles. This region was re- 
sponsible for a 1917 quake, which 
knocked horses to the street and 
broke windows in buildings here. 
In 1811, a great earthquake oc- 
curred in the vicinity of New 
Madrid, Mo. which is 50 miles 
south of Cape Girardeau. The 
region is known to geologists as 
the “New Madrid fault.” The 
1811 quake changed the character 
of the earth's surface and depopu- 
lated parts of the countryside. 

Two of the five selsmographs in 
the basement of -the gymnasium 
showed considerable displacement 
as a result of the quake, but none 
was put out of order. 

Immediately following the first 
shock last night, switchboards in 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
offices were flooded with calls. A 
company spokesman said, “There 
Were more calis than the skele- 
ton staff could handle efficiently.” 
Telephone operators at East Side 
exchanges uccepted only emer- 
gency calls for a period of 15 min- 
utes. 

Switchboards at the Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri, St. Louis 
Public Service Co., Laclede Gas 
Light Co. and district police sta- 
tions were deluged with calls from 
persons wondering what had hap- 
pened. Operators quickly deter- 
mined there had been an earth- 
quake and replied to all callers. 

Check on Levees. 

Officers of the United States 
Army Engineers, who were at 
work in the Federal Building and 
felt the shock, immediately 
checked all field stations in the 
flooded areas to determine wheth- 
er the quake had caused any 
levees to go out. All field stations 
reported no damage. 

St. Louis police said three burt- 
giar alarms apparefitly were set 
off bysthe disturbance. Police in- 
vestigated and found nothing. Two 
false fire alarms also were re- 
corded, apparently caused by the 
quake. 

A brick chimney, weakened by 
constant heavy rains, was shaken 
down at 2701 South Third street. 
No one was injured. Two tile 
chimney pots at 796 North Euclid 
avenue also were knocked down 
by the shock. Otherwise no dam- 
age was reported in the city and 
county. 

Phone Calls to Hospital. 

Hospitals received hundreds of 
telephone calls immediately fol- 
lowing the quake. Most of the 
calls, it was said, came from re)- 
atives inquiring about the comfort 
of the patients. At City Hospital, 
mnany of the patients were awak- 
ened, but they were assured of 
their safety by nurses and doctors, 

Veterans living in the housing 
projects at Jefferson Barracks 
esaid the low rumbling ‘of the 
earthquake and the sudden shock 
of it caused lamps to topple, pic- 
tures to swing on the walls and 
rafters to creak. Many of the res- 
idents there ran from their houses, 
but returned after discussing the 
shock. f 

A group of bridge players in 
Glendale shook in their chairs 
when the disturbance struck, but 
they did not interrupt their game. 

Hotel telephone operators | re- 
ported receiving many calls from 
guests. é 

‘John Morrison, 5314 Kingsbury 
avenue, who was at the Will Rog- 
ers Theater at 1217 Union boule- 
vard, told the Post-Dispatch that 
“about half” of the audience left 
the show when the first shock 
came and the “other half” walked 
out a few minutes later. “Some- 
one said he thought a bomb had 
been dropped,” Morrison reported. 

Residents throughout the area, 
who own dogs, said the quake 
disturbed them and barking was 
heard for several hours after the 
disturbance. 

Harry Winchell, a Public Serv- 
ice Co. employe, of 7332 Doncaster 
avenue, St. Louis county, said he 
was just putting the key in the 
front door when the shock struck, 

“If I hadn’t had hold of the 
Goorknob, I would have been 
thrown off the porch,” he said, 
“The first thing I thought of was 
that» my car had broken through 
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the garage doors. People came 
running out of their houses. Some 
were in their nightclothes. A 
school teacher was there and she 
told us it was an earthquake.” 
The audience at the Municipal 
Theater in Forest Park was leav- 
ing as the quake occurred, No re- 
marks about the tremors were 
heard from the crowd, which ap- 
parently did not feel them,

lice forceg late in 1946 from police

Through undercover investiga- 
tion, Depreux continued, police un- 
covered numerous details, 

He said the Black Maquis had 
drawn up a compiete “blue plan” 
for first filling Frenchmen with 
fear of a “Communist putsch” and 
then stepping in to set up a “pro- 
visional directorate” of military 
leaders, patterned along totalitari- 
an lines. The Maquis were French 
underground fighters during the 
war, 

Depreux held a long conference 
this morning with Premier Paul 
Ramadier concerning the purport- 
ed conspiracy. 

French Press Agency dispatches 
from. Rennes, in Brittany, named 
M, de Vulpian, 47 years old, editor 
of the weekly France Vivante and 
president of a veterans’ organiza- 
tion, as among those arrested, to- 
gether with Marc Jacquot, a wine 
merchant of Montigny, and the 
rector of the Abbey at Lamballe, 
in Brittany, identified only as 
Rault. 

Count Signs Statement. 
Depreux confirmed the arrest of 
all three of these persons and 
identified De Vulpian as a count. 
De Vulpian was brought to Paris 
last Wednesday and, signed a 
statement implicating . himself 
and Guillaudot in the affair, the 
minister said. 

He said Guillaudot was ques- 
tioned at once, but was not taken 
jnto custody until he allegedly 
acknowledged he knew about the 
Black Maquis organization and 
had had -some relations with 
nearly every: person implicated. 

Also arrested last night, De- 
preux said, was Mme. de Waleff, a 
widow in whose Paris apartment 
a large quantity of gold was 
found. He said she had been 
given provisional liberty because 
of her advanced age. Police 
learned nearly all of the meeting 
of the purported conspirators were 
held in her apartment and that 
Gen. Guillaudot was present at all 
of them, the minister declared. 


He said some of the persons 
held tried to enroll in Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s French Peo- 
ples Rally (RPF), but had been 
refused admittance. 

He said the organization even 
published a clandestine newspa- 
per, Le Reseau (The Network). 
Copies of it. were seized in guch 
widely separated sections as Lam- 
balle in Brittany, Agen in South- 
ern France, and Dijon in the e--t. 


“We intend to push our investi- 
gation to its final conclusion, no 
matter how important a personage 
is found to be involved,” Depreux 
declared. 

The minister said the “blue 
plan” stipulated that civil war 
must be started in France, The 
plotters said they had reason to 
believe that armored units of the 
French army in Brittany and 
some unspecified troops from the 
army of occupation in Germany 
would march on Paris, Depreux 
went on. 

He said officials of the War and 
Interior Ministries were investi- 
gating those units now. 

The signal for opening the civil 
war was to be an attack on 
Vannes prison in southwestern 
Brittany, where persons accused 
of wartime collaboration with 
the Germans are held, the min- 
ister continued, 

Arms Depot Found, 


He said De Vulpian’s arrest six 
days ago was the first direct 
action taken by the French secret 
police, They raided the count’s 
chateau at Lamballe on a war- 
rant issued by Robert Levy, the 
magistrate who was in charge of 
investigating the Cagoulards in 
1936 and 1987. 

Depreux said numerous docu- 
ments were discovered at the 
chateau as well as an “important” 
arms depot, including a number of 
heavy machine guns, 


The documents discovered, De- 
preux said, incluged copies of the 
“blue plan,” a proposed new con- 
stitution for the French state, 
secret instructions to the Black 
Maquis and a provisional list of 
persons who were to form the 
military directorate. 

Persons mentioned in the list, he 
added, are being investigated in 
an effort to discover whether their 
names were used with their 
knowledge. 

From documents uncovered dur- 
ing a top secret investigation 
which has been going on since 
May, an Interior Ministry official 
said, it was learned that the plot- 
ters planned to earry out. their 
coup sometime this month. 

Petain Friend Implicated, 
The press agency said “all ele- 
ments of the invéstigation are not 
yet known” and asserted that po- 
lice officials were displaying “the 
greatest discretion” in comment- 
ing on the matter. 

The agency asserted, however, 
that the “soul of the plot” report- 
edly was a former officer and 
friend of ex-Marshal Henri Phil- 
ippe Petain, arfd that several other 
military personalifies were impli- 
cated. * 

Petain, chief of state of the 
Vichy Government during the 
German occupation, was tried and 
sentenced to death as a traitor 
in 1945, but his sentence later 
was commuted to life imprison- 
ment. He now is confined at the 
Ile de Yeu. 


You Can Phone China Tomorrow. 

NEW YORK, June 30 (AP)— 
Telephone service between the 
United States and China, sus- 
pended since 1938, will be restored 
tomorrow, the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co, announced.

Hollingsworth to Confer Here. 

Judge Hollingsworth, who is

The board will select ‘its own 
chairman. A decision by a ma- 
jority of the three arbitrators will 
be binding on both union and com- 
pany. Whether it will be possible 
to reach a decision within 30 days 
the St. Louis members were not 
prepared to say. Mayor Kaufmann 


told reporters the 30-day provision 


was a “goal,” not necessarily a 
definite limit, 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
representatives of the union were 
“not delighted” with the person- 
nel of the board, because they felt 
none of the arbitrators was ex- 
perienced in labor disputes. They 
also disliked the idea of bringing 
in one member from a rural com- 
munity, on the ground Judge Hol- 
lingsworth was not familiar with 
urban problems. However, one 
union official said: “There is 
nothing we can do about it. We 
will go along with the board and 
hope for the best.” 

Arthur E. East, president of the 
union, said he did not know the 
arbitrators and had not had time 
to look up their records. 

John L. Wilson, president of 
Public Service Co., informed of 
the selections yor the board by 
the Post-Dispatch, said: “It cer- 
tainly looks like a well qualified 
board.” 

Primary Work of Board. 


Primarily, the new board will 
deal with the lengthy, detailed 
record of proceedings of an old 
arbitration board. An attempted 
award by the chairman of that 
board and a substitute company 
member, with the union represen- 
tative abstaining, was issued June 
10 but has been rejected, In the 
meantime, pending the decision of 
the new board, the operating em- 
ployes are working under the wage 
and working conditions of the old 
award. The principal wage rate 
was increased from $1.08 to $1.22% 
an hour under the old award, 
while the union.:sought $1.40. 

Judge Anderson, 53 years old, a 
native of St. Louis, who began 
practicing law here in 1919, en- 
tered a 12-year term as one of the 
threa, members of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals Jan. 6, 1941. He 
was elected as a Democrat before 
the nonpartisan court system came 
into effect, defeating the late Wil- 
liam Dee Becker (later Mayor), 
Republican. 

He attended the University of 
Missouri and in World War I 
served in the Army overseas, in 
the 270th Aero Squadron. Before 
going on the bench he was a 
member of the law firm of Leahy, 
Walther & Hecker. He resides at 
534 Holiywood place, Webster 
Groves. 

Judge Hollingsworth presides 
over the circuit which includes 
Audrain, Montgomery and Warren 
counties, holding court at Mexico, 
Montgomery City and Warrenton. 
He is 55, a Democrat, the rural 
Circuit Courts not being included 
in Missouri's nonpartisan court 
system. 

Holland a Republican, 
Holland, 47, is a lawyer and 
Republican, who has held various 
offices. He studied law at Wash- 
ington University and took some 
law courses at St, Louis Univer- 
sity, after having been a sports 
writer and a news reporter on 
the Post-Dispatch and other news- 
papers here. Admitted to the bar 
in 1927, he was made an Assist- 
ant Attorney General of Missouri 
the next year. 

In 1930-31 he was Deputy State 
Superintendent of Insurance and 
counsel for the department, 

He was City Counselor in 1941- 
45 by appointment of Mayor 
Becker, being retained by Mayor 
Kaufmann. His resignation was 
in Order to accept the banking 
position, but later Mayor Kauf- 
mann put him on the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, which admin- 
isters the personnel department 
of the city, largest employer here. 
Recently Holland was an ar- 
bitrator in successful settlement 
of a rail labor dispute.

PRINCETON, N.J. June 30 
(UP)—Prof. Albert Einstein and 
a group of associated scientists 
said yesterday the United Nations 
had failed utterly to find a plan 
for atomic control and warned that 
a full-fledged atom bomb war 
might break out within eight 
years. 

The men who helped create the 
atom bomb and know what makes 
it tick said the Soviet Union 


would have the start of a stock- 
pile of bombs by 1955. And they 
added the cryptic warning: 

“Once stockpiles of atomic bombs 
have’ been accumulated by two 
national blocs of a divided world, ; 
it will no longer be possible to 
maintain peace.” 

Einstein’s group is the Emergen- 
cy Committee of Atomic Scientists 
of which he is chairman. Prof. 
Harold C. Urey of Chicago Uni- 
versity, vice chairman, acted as 
chief spokesman yesterday. The 
scientists were seated around the 
white-haired Einstein, who con- 
tinually nodded his agreement 
with the mofmentous pronounce- 
ments,

agreement, the report said,

chronology” of labor-management 
relations in the industry in 1946 

947, termed opposition of 
ine operators to union action, 
on safety and welfare the “root 
cause” of Government seizure of 
the mines. 
Union Took Initiative. 

“In both of these areas,” said 
the report, “the union took the 
initiative in strengthening or es- 
tablishing provisions commonly 
believed to be the responsibility of 
the public through labor legisla- 
tion and social insurance. 

“These responsibilities, however, 
have not hitherto been adequately 
fulfilled by legislation to protect 
miners.

Period Covered in Report, 

The report, entitled “The Min- 
ers’ Case and the Public Interest,” 
was prepared by Edward A. 
Weick, research associate, and rec- 
ords events in the industry from 
the failure of negotiations in the 
spring of 346, leading to a na- 
tion-wide stoppage and federal 
seizure in May of that year. 

The report found “increasingly 
high labor productivity” with a 
maximum of 5.78 tons mined per 
man per day in 1945, as compared 
with 4.62 in 1936.

HE political personality of Soviet power as we know it today is 
the product of ideology and circumstances: ideology inherited by 
the present Soviet leaders from the movement in which they had 
their political origin, and circumstances of the power which they 
now have exercised for nearly three decades in Russia. There can be 


few tasks of psychological analysis 


the interaction of these two forces and the relative role of each in the 
determination of official Soviet conduct, 
made if that conduct is to be understood and effectively countered. 


It is difficult to summarize the 
set of ideological concepts with 
which the Soviet leaders came into 
power. Marxian ideology, in its 
Russian - Communist projection, 
has always been in process of 
subtle evolution. The materials on 
which it bases itself are extensive 
and complex. * 

Summary of Red Thinking. 

But the outstanding features of 
Communist thought as it existed 
in 1916 may perhaps be sum- 
marized as follows: 

(a) That the central factor in 
the life of man, the factor which 
determines the character of pub- 
lic life and the “physiognomy of 
society,” is the system by which 
material goods are produced 
and exchanged; 

(b) that the capitalist system 
of production is a nefarious one 
which inevitably leads to the ex- 
ploitation of the working class 
by the capital-owning class and 
is incapable of developing ade- 

the economic resources 
of society or of distributing fair- 
ly the material goods produced 
by human labor; 

(c) that capitalism containg the 
seeds of its oWn destruction and 
must, in view of the inability of 
the capital-owning class to ad- 
just itself to economic change, 
result eventually and inescapa- 
bly in a revolutionary jransfer 
of power to the working class; 
and , 

(d) that imperialism, the final 
phase of capitalism, leads di- 
rectly to war and revolution. 

The rest may be outlined in 
Lenin's own words: 

“Unevenness of economic and 
political development is the in- 
flexible law of capitalism. It 
follows from this that the vic- 
tory of Socialism may come 
originally in a few capitalist 
countries or even in a single 
capitalist country. The victori- 
ous proletariat of that country, 
having expropriated the capital- 
ists and having organized So- 
cialist .production at home, 
would rise against the remain- 
ing capitalist world, drawing to 
itself in the process the op- 
pressed classes of other coun- 
tries.” (Quotation taken from 
“Concerning the Slogans of the 
United States of Europe,” Au- 
gust 1915. Official Soviet edition 
of Lenin’s works.) 

It must be noted that there was 
mo assumption that capitalism 
would perish without proletarian 
revolution. A final push was need- 
ed from a revolutionary proletari- 
at movement in order to tip over 
the tottering structure. But it was 
regarded as inevitable that soon- 
er or later that push be given. 


Why the Idea Took Hold. 


For 50 years prior to the out- 
break of the Revolution, this pat- 
tern of thought had exercised 
great fascination for the members 
of the Russian revolutionary 
movement. Frustrated, discon- 
tented, hopeless of finding self- 
expression — or too impatient to 
seek it— in the confining limits 
of the Czarist political system, yet* 
lacking wide popular support for 
their choice of bloody revolution 
as a means of social betterment, 
these revolutionists found in 
Marxist theory a highly convenient 
rationalization for their own in- 
stinctive desires, 

It* afforded pseudo-scientific 
justification for their impatience, 
for their categoric denial of -all 
vaiue in the Czarist system, for 
their yearning for power and re- 
venge and for their inclination to 
cut corners in the pursuit “of it. 

It is, therefofe, no wonder that 
they had come to believe implicitly 
in the truth and soundness of the 
Marxian-Leninist teachings, sd 
congenial to their own impulses 
and emotions. Their sincerity need 
not be impugned. This is a phe- 
momenon as old as human nature 
itself. 

It has nevér been more aptly® 
éescribed than by Edward Gibbon, 
who wrote in “The Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire”: 
“From enthusiasm to imposture 
the step is perilous and slippery; 
the demon of Socrates affords a 
memorable instance how a wise 
man may deceive himself, how a 
good man may deceive others, how 
the conscience may slumber in a 
mixed and middie state between 
selfillusion and voluntary fraud.”

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De Gaulle Calls 
Russia Menace, 
Fears New War 


| Says U.S.-Soviet Ri- 
valry Threatens to 
End Sooner or 
Later in Conflict. 


LILLE, France, June 30 (AP). 
EN. CHARLES DE GAULLE 
G said yesterday that Russia's 
domination of two-thirds of 
the European continent had cre- 
ated one of the most dangerous 
world situations in history. 5 
De Gaulle, leader of a national 
unity movement, spoke at cere- 
monies in this northern French 
town where 86 Frenchmen were 
massacred by the Germans in 
April 1944. His appearance was 
sponsored by a veterans’ resist- 
ance group. 


He criticized the present French 
Government as ineffective. 


Russia is matched by a power- 
ful America and the rivalry of 
these two threatens to end “soon- 
er or later in a gigantic conflict 
from which no people and no man 
on earth will be spared,” he said. 

“Russia, whieh was already 
very powerful because of her 
natura] resources and the num- 
ber and valor of her people, has 
become more so due to the weak- 
ening of the other states and 
despite the losses she suffered for 
the great common cause,” he de- 
clared, 

De Gaulle described America as 
‘iuspired by an ardent ideal of 
freedom and democracy.” He said 
the United States was alarmed 
“at the character they think they 
see in Russia’s expansion.” 

He said he personally had not 
yet abandoned hope that the 
world would learn. to *co-operate 
and did not believe Russia was 
ready to embark “in the near fu- 
ture on a violent conquest of the 
world.” 

Despite weakness, De Gatlle 
,.continued, France has a vital role 
to play in organizing Europe as 
an “element of equilibrium” be- 
tween Russia and America to pre- 
serve peace. 

“I mean by that a Europe 
formed of free men and inde- 
pendent states,” he explained. 

He said France should continue 
to demand German reparations 
and frontier securities. He called 
for attachment of the Saar to 
France, international control of 
the Rubr, 1,000,000 tons of coal 
monthly from the Ruhr, and per- 
manent French presence on the 
Rhine.

I should like to etalk to you 
briefly about civil rights and hu- 
man freedom. It is my deep con- 
viction that we have reached a 
turning point in the long history 
of our country’s efforts to guar- 
antee freedom and equality to all 
our citizens. ‘Recent events in 
the United States and abroad Bave 
made us realize that it is more 
important today than ever before 
to insure that all Americans enjoy

The civil rights laws written in 
the early ysars of our republic, 
and the traditions which have 
been built upon them, are precious 
to us.

They 
were written to protect the citizen 
against any possible tyrannical 
act by the new government in 
this country. , 

Government in New Role. 

But we cannot be content with 
a civil liberties program which 
emphasizes only the need of pro- 
tection against the possibility of 
tyranny by the government. 

We cannot stop there. 

We must keep moving forward, 
with new concepts of civil rights 
to safeguard our heritage. The 
extension of civil rights today 
means, not protection of the peo- 
ple against the government, but 
protection of the people by the 
government, 

We must make the Federal Gov- 
ernment a friendly, vigilant de- 
fender of the rights and equali- 
ties of all Americans. And again 
I mean all Americans. 


As Americans, we believe that 
every man should be free to live 
his life as he wishes. He should 
be limited only by his responsibil- 
ity to his fellow countrymen. If 
this freedom ig to be more than 
a dream, each man must be guar- 
anteed equality of opportunity. 
The only limit to an American's 
achievement should be his ability,

GI, Ambassador of ,Bad Will 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Since I returned to the United States 
from overseas service in the army last 
month, I have found that most Ameri- 
cans with whom I have come in contact 
have a very vague but complacent im- 
pression that our GI “ambassadors of 
good will” are effectively spreading the 
gospel of democracy through the occu- 
pied territories, and thus laying the 
foundation for an era of peace. 

Having so recently returned from 
Italy, I believe that I am in a fair po- 
sition to evaluate the accuracy of this 
impression at least as it relates to Italy. 
(Soldiers returning from Germany have 
assured me that the same conditions 
prevail there.) 

Here, then, is the picture the average 
Italian holds of our “ambassador of 
good will”—an overpaid, rowdy, im- 
moral, racketeering bully. This feeling 
is so ‘widespread that it is practically 
impossible to find a respectable Italian 
girl who will go out with a GI, even 
though she may work alongside him in 
an office during the day. 

As a result the GI's contact with Ital- 
jians is limited to the prostitute who is 
after his money and the black-market 
operator who is after his cigarettes and 
clothes, and a feeling of contempt or 
distrust becomes mutual. It didn't take 
the Italian long to find that the soldiers 
who replaced the combat troops had no 
objectives but carousing and playing the 
black market for all it was worth, 

That is the new Regular Army—com- 
posed of teen-age youths who have suc- 
cumbed to recruiting propaganda, and 
re-enlistees who frankly admit that they 
couldn't e a go of civilian life, 
where they were paid off on the basis 
of merit and accomplishment. These are 
the men upon whom we are relying to

When I disembarked at Camp Kilmer, . 


N.J., a special shipment of first three 
graders to Germany was being prepared 
there—all men to live in staterooms dur- 
ing the voyage. 

These are only random examples of 
the type of democracy offered by the 
Regular Army.

The Annual Curse 


The worst flood in 103 years is reaching its 
crest at St. Louis today. Some 30,000 people 
are Hémeless and 1,500,000 acres of farm land 
are under water. Volunteer workers are being 
recruited in a last-minute effort to prevent fur- 
ther damage. Millions of tons of precious top- 
soil are being washed from the Midwest to join 
other millions of tons in the Gulf of Mexico., 


Every year this sorry business of floods con- 
fronts the nation as a reproach to its energy and 
intelligence. If the proper management of a 
great river valley were an esoteric matter be- 
yond the skill of man, the country could be ex- 
cused. But it has already been demonstrated, 


in the Tennessee Valley, that floods can be con-° 


trolled. Why isn’t the same method used in the 
Missouri and Mississippi Valleys? 

Senator Murray of Montana wants to know 
the answer to this question. The author of the 
MVA bill joins Chairman Stong of the Regional 
Committee for MVA, in requesting President 
Truman to appoint a commission to study the 
Missouri Valley's problems. 

Such a commission should be composed of 
men who are capable of giving fair-minded con- 
sideration to what should be done about flood con- 
trol and other elements of regional development, 
and whether it should be done through the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau or through 
‘an MVA. 

The commission would give the people of the 
valley every opportunity to be heard at a time 
when they must have a good deal to say. 


Mr. Truman’s record on Missouri Valley de- 
velopment thus far is not one in which he can 
take pride. As a candidate for Vice President 
he made speeches which meant, if they meant 
anything, that he would support an MVA. As 
Vice President, he went out of his way to refer 
MVA legislation to a viciously hostile commit- 
tee ef the Senate. As President, he has pro- 
vided no leadership whatever in the aeereur) 
Valley development, 

Two subcommittees of tHe Senate headed by 
Senator Overton, a mouthpiece for the Army 
Engineers, have gone through the motions of 
hearings on the MVA bill, and the bill is now 
in the hands of a committee headed by Senator 
Revercomb, one of the most extreme reartion- 
aries in Congress. Neither Senator Overton nor 
Senator Revercomb could omnes give MVA a 
fair hearing, 

Sham consideration of the subject isn’t enough. 
The needless floods that are destroying crops 
and property in this region again this year, as 
they do almost every year, should serve stern 
warning on the President and Congress that 
they cannot permanently evade their full re- 
sponsibility, eithér by hypocritically goiv¢g 
through the motions as in the Overton hearings 
or by meeting only part of the responsibility 
as in the Pick-Sloan plan. 

The needs of the valley, and the wishes of the 
people of the valley, should be consulted. And 
the time to do that is,now, when the valley is 
suffering from its annual curse. Has it not by 
this time become crystal clear that the old meth- 
ods of riyer control practiced by the Army En- 
gineers simply do not work? Has it not by this 
time become apparent that only by applying the 
principles and practices of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority can the Missouri Valley save itself 
from the recurring disaster of floods?

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An Empty Gesture 

Two years ago President Truman asked Con- 
gress for legislation to raise the minimum wage 
for workers whose products move in interstate 
trade from 40 cents to 65 cents an hour, in- 
creasing to 75 cents after four years. This the 
President described as “clearly a modest goal.” 

Since the President first asked this; OPA has 
expired and living costs have risen 2314 per cent. 
Yet the minimum wage bill which the Repub- 
licans have placed on their list of “must” meas- 
ures to be enacted before adjournment would 
raise the minimum to only 60 cents an hour— 
five cents less than what was a “modest goal” 


- under the comparatively low living costs of two 


years ago. 

The per person income in the United States 
has risen about 75 per cent in the nine years 
since the 40-cent minimum was adopted. A 70- 
cent-an-hour minimum is necessary even to per- 
mit the low-paid worker to do as well compara- 
— as he did with the 40-cent minimum in 
1938 \ 

The Republican minimum wage bill seems a 
hypocritical ‘gesture for the record, intended to 
court the good will of labor and the underpriv- 
ileged without doing anything for them at all.

Senator Ball is opposed to American aid for 
either Socialists or Communists. “If the real 
issue in Europe is between Socialism and Com- 
munigm,” he said, “then it is hopeless, and we 
had better conserve our resources for the in- 
evitable conflict.” The Senator is being politi- 
cally illiterate, 

First, Western Europe ’ is Socialist beyond 
American power to change it. If we withhold

It 
follows, therefore, that well-placed American 
economic aid to Britairf is a mighty weapon for 
Anglo-Saxon democracy—and that similar aid

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The Atlantic Charter and Indonesia 

Among the people who insist on taking the 
Atlantic Charter at its face value, rather than 
as mere Allied propaganda, are the Indonesians. 
Neither the Dutch nor the French made any 
move after the war to put the prdmises of the 
Atlantic Charter in effect in the Indonesian 
peninsula. Instead, they tried to force the In- 
donesians into returning to their prewar colonial 
status. 

Late in 1946 the Dutch saw their mistake and 
made a truce which looked to the immediate 
formation of, an Indonesian Republic and the 
ultimate goal of an Indonesian federation. 


But the Indonesians are not satisfied with 
the political and economic terms on which the 
Dutch insist, and war may break out again at 
any time. The’ United States Government stepped 
into this widening breach over the weekend, 
agreeing to act as mediator and offering eco- 
nomic assistance for the rehabilitation of the 
islands if the two sides can compose their dif- 
ferences. 

The gesture is well meant, but its chances 
to succeed are not too good. The Dutch waited 
too long to make their concessions. If the ef- 
fort at compromise fails, the Allies should offer 


the Indonesians their provisional independence 


as a tutelary state under the United Nations.

Mr. Truman on Civil Rights 


President Truman chose an excéllent place 
and occasion for his assertion of the importance 
of “positive safeguards for civil rights.” He spoke 
in the shadow of the marble memorial t¢ his 
great predecessor, whose Emancipation Procla- 
mation first gave the very first of civil rights— 
freedom—to many thousands of Americans. He 
addressed an open air session of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People which for 38 years has worked to im- 
prove the lot of the racial Americans whom Lin- 
coln freed from bondage. 


- Seldom is the goal for democracy better put 
than in these few words by the President: 
Every man should have the right to a de- 

cent home, the right to an education, the 
right to adequate medical care, the right to 
a worthwhile job, the right to an equal 
share in the making of public decisions 
through the ballot and the right to a fair. trial 
in a fair court. We must insure that these 
rights—on equal terms—are enjoyed by 
every citizen. 

But the test of words is in their application. 
The best statement has meaning only as it is 
translated into action. The “right to a decent 
home” means housing for homeless veterans and 
their families. The.“right to an equal share in 
the making of public decisions through the bal- 
lot” means honest elections in Kansas City and 
everywhere else. And so on. In these matters, 
deeds speak louder than words.

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A Bull in a China Shop 

Since Gen. Bradley is expected to become 
Chief of Staff when Gen. Eisenhower retires to 
the presidency of Columbia University, there is 
already much speculation as to who will be ap- 
pointed Veterans’ Administrator. High on the 
list of possibilities which is coming from Wash- 
ington is the name of the President’s old pal, 
Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan of St. Louis. 

There is no point whatever in beating around 
the bush: Harry Vaughan should not even be 
considered as Gen. Bradley’s successor in VA.

Chinese Reds, editorial observes; blames corruption and unpopu- 
larity of Nanking regime; says American loan now would be 
wasted; first need, in fighting Communism is sound government.

The Chinese Government has suffered 
one defeat after another in the civil war 
with the Chinese Communists. The Reds 
have won control of 85 per cent of Man- 
churia. There is fear they will take the 
remaining 15 per cent. 


The reaction of Nanking officials to this 
unhappy situation has been to blame their 
defeats on Russian assistance to the 
Chinese Communists and to beg for mili- 
tary supplies, credits and political support 
from the United States and Great Britain. 


It should be emphasized that there have 
been few verified instances of assistance 
given the Chinese Communists by the Rus- 
sians, except that the Russians timed their 
withdrawal from Manchuria so that the 
Chinese Reds could seize large quantities of 
Japanese arms, 

In addition to this gift to the Reds, 
Moscow has.-been most unfriendly to 
Nanking, has been unreasonable in nego- 
tiations over Dairen and Port Arthur and 
may have been generous with advice to the 
Chinese generals who are fighting the Na- 
tional Government, 


What Caused Defeats 


But Russian help for the Reds of China, 
at most, has been of less consequence than 
the arms and training provided to Nanking 
troops by the United States and the trans- 
portation supplied the national armies in 
their race with the Communists for the 
cities of North China after the surrender 
of Japan. 

The defeats suffered by Nanking cannot 
be attributed to the Russians as much as to 


the unpopularity of the national govern- | 


ment and its inefficlency and corruption, 
which, incidentally, are admitted. In the 
current issue of “The China Magazine,” 
published: by the National Government in 
New York, there is an article by Chu Chia- 
jan which says: 

“Today the nation is on the verge of 
bankruptcy. The people, already poor, find 
their daily livelihood more difficult than 
before. This difficulty has been further 


intensified by inflation. Social and moral 
standards have collapsed. Corruption, in- 
efficiency, spoliation and a lack of decency 
of purpose are evident, All this criticism 


. is true,” 


Mr, Chu continues by asking a rhetorical 
question: “But did the National Govern- 
ment order its employees to be corrupt and 
inefficient?” 
corruption and inefficiency symptoms of 
China’s illness and to place the blame for 
the illness on the depredations of the Reds, 


It would be preposterous, however, to as- 
sert that the Chinese Communists have 
forced Chiang Kai-shek and his ministers 
to keep either fools or scoundrels in office. 
The Communists can be blamed for many 
misdeeds in China, but not for the faults of 
officials of the government against which 
they are in revolt, 


A Process Just Begun 


While the Chinese have begun the process 
of reforming their central] administrative 
offices in Nanking, China still is in desper- 
ate need of honest and efficient regimes in 
the provinces and, especially, of magistrates 
of integrity and ability in the counties. 


If the National Government as a whole 
was worthy of respect, and was a govern- 
ment striving to solve the agrarian prob- 
lems of China (out of which the Reds have 


made so much capital), it would win popu- . 


lar support and thus gain strength to use 


in opposing Communism. , 


But no amount of foreign assistance 
could make up for the faults of the present 
rulers of China, American loans or gifts to 
China are not advisable today. At a later 
date there may be a Chinese Government 
to which the Chinese themselves will give 
ready allegiancé and one Americans would 
be glad to assist. 


American aid for China at this moment 
would not do much to save China from 
Communist domination, The first require- 
ment for saving the Chinese from Commu- 
nism is a sound government in China,

“Two looks and a holler” traditionally 
is an Ozark measure of distance, but the 
author of “Plowman’s Folly” comes much 
closer than that in this sequel. His “Sec- 
ond Look” presents a vision of what close 
conformity to nature could bring to an 
agricultural science that so often in these 
days seems engaged in outwitting those 
natural forces. The “holler,” it may be 
added, represents the reaction of orthodox 
agronomists who speak of all this as 
“Faulkner's Folly.” 

Anyone who has so much as a lawn to 
tend can get something from Faulkner, 
even if it is only letting grass lie where it 
falls or not cutting the growth so short. 

Faukner insists that nature’s cycle con- 
sists of growth and decay, and that mod- 
ern soil management has eliminated the 
latter half of the process.

“Many people whose garden space is too 
small for the use of farm machinery,” 
Faulkner writes, “would do well to create 
such a friable soil surface by use of a 
mulch for a year or two. This would a 
the necessity for spading—a special advan- 
tage since it is now practically impossible 
to hire such work done. Once the surface 
has been mellowed by such a mulch, plant- 
ing can be done without any preliminary 
stirring of the soil.

The author has something to say, too, 
on the relation of nutrition to the soil, 
and the relation of price and wage levels 
to healthy humanity. Indeed, when he 
speaks of decreasing the cost of produc- 
tion through the suspension of many costly 
services which modern farmers consider 
indispensablé, he has in mind a whole sys 
tem of life. He suspects that pests will 
not mendce crops grown on natural soil in 
which the acids of decay decant the needed 
minerals. He sees economic waste in tiling 
to offset the results of misuse of the soil, 
and in some of the liming and artificial 
fertilizing that now adds so much to over 
head. 

His look at future farming is a plea for 
consumers as well as producers, and makes 
much of the research of Dr. William A. 
Albrecht, the famous soil scientist of the 
University of Missouri.

Lovett was in France when that 
country fell to the Germans in 
1940, and he came home with a 
Geep awareness of how alone the 
United States was—alone and de- 
fen. sless. He came to Washington 
as an assistant to Henry L. Stim- 
son, who had been drafted out of 
retirement in those perilous days 
to be Secretary of War. 

In World War I, Lovett had 
been a Navy flyer with what was 
known as “The Millionaires’ 
Unit,” largely out of Yale Univer- 
sity. In World War II he was 
assigned to build up America’s 
pathetically weak air force. When 
Roosevelt named him Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air in 1941, 
we had only 2000 planes and not 
enough pilots to fly them. By 
the end of 1942, we had 30,000 
planes and the crews to man them. 

Lovett had a lot to do with that 
amazing achievement. He went to 


the organizing capacity which is 
one of his qualities, 

It was Secretary of State Mar- 
shall who persuaded him ta come 
back to Washington this time, in 
spite of a recent ordeal with 
stomach ulcers. Both Lovett and 
his chief know that the new task 
is far more complicated. This 
Wall Street banker will work as 
hard as he worked before—aware, 
with a good-humored understand-

Such attitudes, when they come 
to light, give real cause for fear 
that there may be a determination 
to restore the past. It is a fear 
that many Americans feel. They 
see how, in the pre-1939 era, a few 
men exercised domination over 
vast trade areas, holding down 
the level of economic development 
for their own selfish -interests. 


No Quarter for Cartels. 


That same fear exists beyond 
our borders. It is the fear of 
many in Europe who are passion- 
ately resolved that power shall 
not be handed back to private 
cartels. If we are realistic, we 
will recognize that a genuine fear 
of our intentions may explain, in 
part at least, the suspicion of the 
Russians. It is above al) the 
Soviet suspicion with respect to 
our occupation of Germany. 


In the foreign policy of Presi- 
dent Truman and Secretary Mar- 
shall, there is not the slightest 
suggestion of leniency toward the 
forces that would restore cartels. 
Under Secretary Lovett will be a 
valuable aid in carrying out that 
policy. It is a good idea to look 
at the man behind the label before

Succumbs to Heart Attack 
at Apartment.

“Jack” Sullivan was 
known for his impersonations at 
dinners and paWNies, and for his 
droll Christmas rds, featuring 
an imaginary family, the “Bucka- 
loos,” which he s to hundreds 
of acquaintances throughout the 
nation. He was constant de- 
mand as ic waiter who 
spilled soup down the neck of 
some pompous guest, or as a fic- 
titious man of importance who 
made an undiplomatic speech at 
a Racquet Club dinner. 

A notable appearance by Mr. Sul. 
livan in the role of an important 
personage was at a Log Cabin 
Club dinner in 1929, when the 
guest of honor was the Earl of 
Birkenhead, former Secretary of 
State for India, who came to the 
United States on banking and 
public utility business. Mr. Sulli- 
van, wearing a too-large cutaway 
coat, was introduced as’ a Federal 
Trade Commissioner, and made a 
speech which caused the British 
visitor to believe for a time that 
his prospects with the Federal 
Trade Commission were none too 
good, 

On other occasions Mr, Sullivan, 
dressed as a baseball player of the 
period when big leaguers wore 
fierce mustaches, addressed the 
annual “basebal] dinner” at the 
Racquet Club; or, in red coat and 
white breeches, he harangued 
members of the Bridle Spur Hunt 
Club in the capacity of “a famous 
British whip.” He frequently ap- 
peared, wearing a disheveled wig 
and ill-fitting clothes, as a ven- 
triloquist’s dummy, speaking in 
a squeaky voice and spitting water 
through his teeth. 

Out-of-town visitors, amused by 
his antics, invited Sullivan to their 
cities to appear before clubs and 
business groups. He steadfastly 
rejected offers to become a pro- 
fessional entertainer, explaining 
that the advertising business was 
his primary interest. Although his 
advertising duties were largely ad- 
ministrative, Sullivan's ideas were 
incorporated in many national ad- 
vertising layouts, associates said. 
Born in St. Louis 56 years ago, 
Mr. Sullivan entered the advertis- 
ing business in Chicago as a youth 
and joined the D’Arcy firm in 
1913. He was unmarried and is 
survived by two brothers; A. Lau- 
rence and Edmond J. Sullivan;

EDUCATOR DISCUSSES. 
SCHOOL OBLIGATIONS 


Dr. W. E. Goslin Says Low 
Standard of Human Rela- 
tions Threatens World. 


The low standard of human re- 
lations existing in the world today 
is a threat to the world, the nation 
and the nature of our living “if 
not our very lives,” Dr. Willard 
E. Goslin said in a lecture to 


students in the summer session at 
Washington University in the 
Quadrangle today. Dr. Goslin is 
superintendent of schools in 
Minneapolis, Minn., and formerly 
held a similar post in Webster 
Groves. 

A high rate of juvenile de 
linquency, a falling average age 
of criminals and a mounting di- 
vorce rate: support this conten- 
tion at e individual level, he 
asserted. In the nation, there is 
strife between labor and owner- 
ship and tensions between racial 
and religious groups, he _ said, 
while at the international level 
“we are just crawling out of the 
most devastating of all wars and 
yet we are talking about—in fact 
planning and getting ready to a 
high degree for—the next one.” 

Four responsibilities of the 
schools should be better under- 
stood and practiced so that the 
standard of human relations may 
be raised, he said, These he 
listed as follows: 

Responsibility for the growth 
and development of the individual 
child toward making him an ef- 
fective citizen of a free, demo- 
cratic nation and world. 

Responsibility for community 
improvement, so that life is made 
better for all citizens of, all ages 
because a school is there, 

Responsibility for the welfare 
of the nation through fostering 
principles and techniques of de- 
mocracy. 

Responsibility for fostering the 
“one-world” idea by developing 
individuals who understand that 
one phase of citizenship respon- 
sibility is at the world level and 
who have the information and 
skill to back up that understand- 
ing. .

If baseball were operating on a fiscal i than calendar year, 
the Cardinals would close their books today one game closer to their 


chief competitor than on the same date in 1946. But their brand 
would be fourth best instead of second in the National League line. 


On last June 30, the date red 
ink and black clash for their 
yearly showdown, the second-place 
Redbirds trailed -league-leading 
Brooklyn by five and one-half 
games as they came home for a 
most successful stand that soon 
swept them in front. This time 
they're four and one-half games 
behind pace-setting Boston, four 
arrear Brooklyn, three on the 
debit side of New York and even 
with Chicago. 

Moreover, now they're -going 
away rather than returning to 
friendly Sportsman’s Park as they 
were last year this date, and, as 
Manager Eddie Dyer remarked, 
the Cardinals would settle for a 
road record this trip comparable 
to the pace the Braves, Dodgers 
and Giants probably will set on 
their own diamonds. 

On a 2l-game business trip that 
will keep them away until July 22, 
the world champions will be trad- 
ing a field on which they’ve won 
23 games and lost 16 for an as- 
sortment of foreign real estate on 
which they've previously __tri- 
umphed only 10 times and suf- 
fered 16 setbacks. 

Yes, in addition, the Redbirds 
will begin their important jour- 
ney this evening to Pittsburgh, 
where they play just one game 
tomorrow night, with two key 
members of the firm not at their 
physical peak, Harry. (The Cat) 
Brecheen has a pulled muscle at 
the base of his pitching shoulder 
and Capt, Terry Moore a pulled 
leg muscie. 

Brecheen and Moore Stay. 

So Brecheen will remain behind 
for treatment until Wednesday 
morning and will join the club 
at Chicago in time, Dyer said, to 
pitch Thursday's game there. And 
Moore, with only one game sched- 
uled in three days, probably will 
be rested until the same opener 
with the Cubs, the manager indi- 
cated... 

Brecheen felt a muscular pull 
while pitching last Thursday 
night, and Moore asked to be re- 
lieved in the fourth inning of yes- 
terday’s doubleheader.

SEDITION CASE UPRELD 


Appeals Court Rebukes Jus- 
tice Dept. for ‘Lack of Dili- 
gence’ in Mass Trial. 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (UP)— 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals, rebuking the Department of 
Justice for “lack of diligence” 
in prosecuting the case, today up- 
held a lower court order dismiss- 
ing the 1944 mass sedition case. 

The United States District Court 
last Dec. 2 had dismissed the Gov- 
ernment’é case against the remain- 


ing 27 defendants, who had been 
charged with conspiracy to un- 
der mine the morale of the armed 
forces. 

The Government appealed the 
action, but the appeals court ruled 
today ‘that: 

“The rule in this jurisdiction is 
that where there has been a lack 
of diligence im the prosecution of 
a case, the trial judge may dismiss 
and his orders will be sustained 

n appeal 
: Sictaadamie: included Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Dilling of Chicago and Wil- 
liam Dudley Pelley, alleged Silver 
Shirt leader: 

They and their co-defendants 
were brought to trial originally 
on April 17, 1944. Eight months 
later, the trfal judge died and a 
mistrial was declared, 

The trial was resumed later. 
Last December, former Assistant 
Attorney General O. John Rogge, 
then the Government's prosecu- 
tor, told Judge Bolitha J. Laws 
he “doubted” whether the Supreme 
Court would uphold convictions 
against the defendants on the 
basis of the Government’s evi- 
dence. 

Laws dismissed the case in view 
of Rogge’s remarks and 
grounds that the defendants had

Rights of Full Citizenship. 


Our immediate task is to re- 
move the last remnants of the 
barriers which stand between mil- 
lions of our citizens and_ their 
birthright. There is no justifiable 
reason for discrimination because 
of ancestry, or religion, or race, 
or color, 

We must not tolerate such lim- 
itations on the freedom of any of 
our people and on their enjoy- 
ment of the basic rights which 
every citizen in a truly demo- 
cratic society must possess, 

Every man should have the 
right to a decent home, the right 
to an education, the right to ade- 
quate medical care, the right to 
a worthwhile job, the right to an 
equal share in the making of pub- 
lic decisions through the ballot, 
and the right to a fair trial in a 
fair court. 

We must insure that these 
rights—on equal terms—are en- 
joyed by every citizen, 

To these principles I pledge my 
full and continued support. 

Many of our people still suffer 
the indignity of insult, the har- 
rowing fear of intimidation, and, 
I regret to say, the threat of 
physical injury and mob violence. 
The prejudice and intolerance in 
which these evils are rooted still 
exist. The conscience of our na- 
tion, and the legal machinery 
which enforces it, have not yet 
secured to each citizen full free- 
dom from fear. 

We cannot walt another decade 
or another generation to remedy 
these evils. We must work, as 
never before, to cure them now. 
The aftermath of war and the de- 
sire to keep faith with our na- 
tion's historic principles make the 
‘need a pressing “one. 

World Needs Example. 

The support of desperate popu- 
lations of battle-ravaged countries 
must be won for the free way of 
life. We must have them as al- 
lies in our continuing struggle 
for the peaceful solution of the 
world's problems. Freedom is not 
an easy lesson to teach, nor an 
easy cause to sell, to peoples be- 
set by every kind of privation. 
They may surrender to the false 
security offered so temptingly by 
totalitarian regimes unless we 
can prove the superiority of 
democracy. 

Our case for democracy should 
be as strong as we can make it. 
It should rest on practical evi- 
dence that we have been able to 
put our own house in order. 

For these compelling reasons, 
we can no longeft afford the lux- 
ury of a leisurely attack upon 
prejudice and discrimination. 
There is much that state and lo- 
cal governments can do in pro- 
viding positive safeguards for 
civil rights. But we cannot, any 
longer, await the growth of a will 
to action in the slowest state or 
the most backward community. 

Our national Government must 
show the way. 

Looks to Committee Report, 

This is a difficult and complex 
undertaking. Federal laws and 
administrative machineries must 
be improved and expanded. We 
must provide the Government 
with better tools to do the job. 
As a first step, I appointed an 
advisory committee on civil rights 
last December. Its members, 15 
distinguished private citizens, 
have been surveying our civil 
rights difficulties and needs for 
several months. I am confident 
that the product of their work 
will be a sensible and vigorous 
program for action by all of us. 
We must strive to advance civil 
rights wherever it lies within our 
power. For example, I have 
asked the Congress to pass legis- 
lation extending basic civil rights 
to the people of Guam and Amer- 
ican Samoa so that these people 
can share our ideals of freedom 
and self-government. This step, 
with others which will follow, is 
evidence to the rest of the world 


CARPENTERS SUSPEND 
LOCAL OVER ELECTION 


Action After Officers Refuse 
Explanation of Council 
Stand 5n Candidate. 


Local 73 of the AFL United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters & 
Joiners has been suspended from 


the Carpenters’ District Council 
here because of refusal of local 
officers to permit council mem- 
bers to explain an election stand 
to the membership, Robert 5S. 
Saunders, council president, said 
today. 

The suspension took place on 
June 17 after officers of Local 
73. prohibited council members 
from explaining why the local 
should withdraw the candidacy 
of James J. Brady, its vice pres- 
ident, for business agent of the 
council, Saunders said, 

Saunders said Brady was nom- 
inated when the local objected 
to the council’s agreement with 
home builders on a wage rate of 
$1.95 an hour to keep down home 
building costs, He said the local 
had demanded that carpenters on 
home projects obtain the same 
— won for commercial build- 
ng. 

The other eight locals in the 
council, Saunder& said, voted to 
rename all incumbents as bus- 
iness agents and council members 
agreed to call on Local 73 to ex- 
plain this position. The local in- 
vited Saunders to address it, but 
he refused, he said, unless other 
council members were admitted. 

Under the suspension, the 390 
members of Local 73 will be per- 
mitted to work, Saunders said, 
but they cannot participate in 
affairs of the council, All in- 
cumbent business agents were re- 
named for another year at the 
same meeting at which Local 73 
was suspended because there were 
“no other candidates in the field.” 

Officers of Local 73 declined 
to comment.

With these noble charters to 
guide us, and with faith in our 
hearts, we shall make our land a 
happier home for our people, a 
symbol of hope for all men, and a 
rock of security in a troubled 
world. 

Abraham Lincoln understood so 
well the ideal which you and I 
seek today. As this conference 
closes we would do well to keep in 
mind h's words, when he said, 

“If it shall please the Divine 
Being who determines the desti- 
nies of nations, this shall remain 
a united people, and they will, 
humbly seeking the divine guid- 
ance, make their prolonged na- 
tional existence a source of new 
benefits to themselves and their 
successors, and to all classes and 
conditions of merr*ind.”

curity from rival forces, became 
in large measure the masters of 
those whom they were designed to 
serve, 

Today the major part of the 
structure of Soviet power is com- 


some breath of the party leader- 
ship and the overbrooding pres- 
ence of “the word,” 

Let it be stressed again that 
subjectively these men probably 
did not seek absolutism for its 
own sake. They doubtless be- 
lieved—and Seiad it easy to be- 
Heve—that they alone knew 
what was good for society end 
that they would accomplish that 


own rule they were prepared to 
recognize no restrictions, either 
of God or man, on the 
ter of their methods. 
And until such time as that 
security might be achieved, they 
far down on their scale 
of operational priorities the 
comforts and happiness of the 
peoples entrusted to their care. 
Now the outstanding circum- 
stance concerning the Soviet re- 
gime is that down to the present 
day fthis process of political con; 
solidation has never been com- 
pleted and the men in the Krem- 
lin have continued to be pre- 
dominantly absorbed with the 
struggle to secure and make abso- 
lute the power which they seized 
in November 1917 , 
They have endeavored to secure 
it primarily against forces at 
home, within Soviet society itself. 
But they have also endeavored to 
Secure it against the outside world. 
For ideology, as we have been, 
taught them that the outside 
world was hostile and that it was 
duty eventually to over- 
throw the political forces beyond 
their borders. The + powerful 
hands of Russian history and tra- 
dition reached up to sustain them 
in this feeling. 


“To Chastise the Contumacy.” 
Finally, their own aggressive 
intransigence with respect to the 
outside world began to find its 
own reaction; and they were soon 
forced, to use another Gibbon- 
esque phrase, “to chastise the 
contumacy” which they them- 
selves had provoked, It is an un- 
deniable privilege of every man to 
prove himself right in the thesis. 
that the world is his enemy; for 
if he reiterates it frequently 
enough and makes it the back- 
ground of his conduct he is 
bound eventually to be right. 


Now it lies in the nature of the 
mental world of the Soviet lead- 
ers, as well ag in the character 
of their ideology, that no opposi- 
tion to them can be officially 
recognized as having any merit 
or justification whatsoever. 

Such opposition can. flow, In’ 
theory, Only from the hostile and 
incorrigible forces of dying capi- 
talism. As long as remnants of 


internal element, part of the blame 
for the maintenance of a dicta- 
torial form of society. 

But as these remnants were 


was indicated officially that they 
had been finally destroyed, it dis- 
appeared altogether. 

And this fact created one of 
the most basic of the compul- 
sions which came to act,.upon 
the Soviet regime; since capital- 
ism no longer existed in Rus- 
sia and since it could not be ad- 
mitted that there could: be 
serious or widespread opposition

Thanks to the generosity of the 
famous Dixon family in our church, 
we offer a double incentive to our 
students. Being in the heart of the 
downtown business district, we nat- 
urally have to draw pupils from a 
distance. But many of these chil- 
dren cannot afford to pay streetcar 
fare, So, we furnish them carfare 
to and from Sunday school. In addi- 
tion, we offer $5 to every Sunday school student, whether child 
or adult, who has a perfect record of attendance, and $2.50 to 
those who have missed only once during the year. - 
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“ONE VERY POOR FAMILY furnished three children to 
this perfect attendance group. Moreover, the youngsters are 
motivated greatly by this reward method, In fact, last sum- 
mer when we sent two boys to camp for a fortnight, they were 
elated at the vacation ahead, but suddenly grew dejected be- 
cause they feared they would break their perfect attendance 
record and lose their Christmas prize money. 


“I believe many business men and women could sponsor the 
same plan in other communities. Last year we had 31 prize 
winners of the $5 or the $2.50. The total cost was about $100. 
But think of the improved morale in the entire Sunday school, 
Dr. Crane. And by this financial incentive we brought urchins 
into contact with sound moral training for 52 weeks. Many of 
them would never have heard a word about unselfishness and 
the Golden Rule as a code of conduct, except for their Sunday 
school lessons.”

NEW YORK, Sunday 
HE General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs has fortunately 
reversed its stand and ap- 
proved the Stratton bill providing 
for the entry of 400,000 displaced 
persons into this country. In the 
earlier debate, however, one mem- 
ber gave: expression to the view, 
apparently shared by many people, 
that displaced persons should re- 
main in their own countries and 
not be allowed to come here. 
Perhaps the member did not 
realize that these displaced per- 
sons have no country. Where they 
once lived, there is now utter and 
complete destruction. They have 
seen their families killed and dis- 
persed, and many of them would 
be suspect in the countries of 
their origin. Some of those coun- 
tries are anxious to have them re- 
turn, but not always for friendly 
reasons. They want them back 
either because they are desperate-

South’s three-spade bid was of 
course nothing but an effort to 
keep the opponents quiet, and it 
succeeded because West was far 
too weak for a free bid and East 
could not make another call 
(after his previous double) with- 
out courting destruction. 

If West had guessed to open @ 
diamond, the contract could have 
been defeated, but West was not 
clairvoyant and therefore pre 
ferred to lead the club deuce. De- 
clarer’s first good play came 
when he allowed East to hold the 
trick with the Club Ring—had 
South taken this trick East tater 
could have put his partner in for 
a diamond shift. or want of a 
better return, East continued with 
clubs and now of course declarer 
won. A club was immediately 
ruffed and a spade was returned 
to the closed hand; then a heart 
was led toward dummy and when 
West played low, the seven was 
put in. East won with the -ten 
and now could make no more con- 
structive play than the heart king. 
Dummy’s ace won, and a heart 
was promptly returned, driving 
out East’s queen. 

At this point there was ob 
viously nothing that the defend- 
ers could do to establish the set- 
ting trick, since East had con- 
sistently ben kept on lead and 
could never attack diamonds 
without conceding a trick. Ac- 
tually, in the hope that his part- 
ner might turn up with a trump 
trick, East now laid down the 
diamond ace, but he neither 
gained nor lost by that maneu- 
ver. In any case, declarer could 
have discarded one diamond on 
dummy’s long heart and made the 
contract without winning a dia- 
mond trick. 

The entire crux of the hand, of 
course, from declarer’s int of 
view, was to protect dummy’s 
diamond holding by throwing the 
lead to East at every opportunity.
